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Project slated 
for South 
Grayling Road 


The Crawford County Road 
Commission -— using money 
from its millage fund — is cur- 
rently resurfacing a half-mile 
portion of South Grayling 
Road. 

The Road Commission start- 
ed the crushing and shaping 
work fast week. Paving for the 
project — the asphalt contractor 
for the job is Rieth Riley — is 
expected to start soon, said 
Don Babcock, Road 
Commission Managing 
Director. The exact date 
depends on the paving con- 
tractor’s schedule. 

The millage, which 
Crawford County voters 
approved in 2008, brings in 
approximately $500,000 per 
year (for five years), and 2010 
is the first time the Road 
Commission has been able to 
collect and use the money. 
Earlier this year, the Road 
Commission completed a 
$360,000 project on Four Mile 
Road, using the millage money 
for the first time. The project, 
which had an estimate of 
$420,000, came in under 
budget.

RECORD NUMBERS START, FINISH 
2010 AUSABLE MARATHON

Ninety-four teams — a new record for the largest 
field in the event’s history — started the 120-mile 
AuSable River Canoe Marathon on Saturday 
and 82 teams — also a new AuSable 
Marathon record — finished the race, with defend- 
ing champions Andrew Triebold of Spring Arbor 
and Steve Lajoie of Mirabel, Quebec winning the 
event for the third consecutive year. 

For Triebold, who won in 2007 with a different 
partner, it was his fourth consecutive victory and 
his fifth AuSable Marathon championship overall. 
Triebold and Lajoie also won as a team in 2004. 

In 2010, Triebold and Lajoie reached the finish 
in 14:17:29 (approximately 19 
minutes from the event’s all-time record). : 

The second place team — Steve Corlew of 
Brighton and Bill Torongo of Roscommon — post- 
ed a time of 14:31:37. Nick Walton of Grayling 
and Josh Sheldon of Potterville finished third

Grayling actress stars 
as Dorothy in local 
Wizard of Oz production

The “Yellow Brick Road” 
leads up to Gaylord next week- 
end for the Gaylord Community 
Production's summer musical - 
“The Wizard of Oz” - with a 
Grayling talent as the lead 
actress. 

Penny Podjaske is starring as 
Dorothy as the “Wizard of Oz” 
graces Gaylord. The musical 
closely follows the 1939 movie, 
including the songs, characters 
and scenes everybody has come 
to enjoy. 

Podjaske became interested in 
auditioning for the play when her 
aunt, Stacy Rosen, and cousins 
Rachel and Sarah Keiser, recent- 
ly returned to Michigan from 
Florida. The family members 
had previously acted in the 
Gaylord Communily 
Production’s “Sound of Music.” 

But when Podjaske landed the 
lead role, she had to devote her 
attention to acting and singing. 

“I wanted to be able to hang 
out with them, but I don't really 
get to hang with them so much 
because I'm always on stage - but 
it's sill nice,” she said. 

Gaylord Community 
Production’s Director Charlie 
Bono said 15 to 20 actresses 
auditioned for the Dorothy role. 
Gaylord Community Production 
leaders found their girl after see- 
ing Podjaske take the stage. 

“As soon as we saw Penny, we 
knew she was our Dorothy,” 
Bono said. “From her first 
impression, we knew she would 


be perfect for the part and she 
still is.” 

Podjaske has never played 
Dorothy in a musical or play, but 
has had ties to the character for 
years. She's dressed as Dorothy 
for a parade, was in Michigan's 
Junior Miss competition when 
the theme was Dorothy and 
attended a Girl's Camp where the 
theme was “The Wizard of Oz.” 

“T've always loved it, so when 
I heard about it, I thought it 
would be very fun,” said 
Podjaske, whose ultimate goal is 
to portray Mary Poppins. 

A 2002 Grayling High School 
graduate, Podjaske portrayed 


Sandy in “Grease” and also was 


in “A Midsummer Night's 
Dream,” while attending 
Grayling Middle School. 

Along with Podjaske, other 
highlights of the cast include 
Michael Moir, a Gaylord oral 
surgeon, as the “ The Wizard of 
Oz” and his actual dog 
“Snickers” as “Toto.” There are 
50 children in the cast, who por- 
tray the “Munchkins.” 

“They're all kids and they're 
all so cute,” said Podjaske, who 
said the youngsters are really 
excited when they approach her 
during breaks in rehearsals. 

As Dorothy, Podjaske has to 
act as a girl who is 12-years-old, 
She said Gaylord Community 
Production leaders were awed 
that she was a mother of two 
boys - Logan, 5, and Bowen, 1. 

Ironically, her husband, Erich 
Podjaske, took the year off from 
training and paddling the

AuSable River Canoe Marathon 
before Penny was picked for the 
play's lead role. 

Podjaske said she is enjoying 
taking a step back in time. 

“It's fun to act a little younger 
because I] always have to be more 
mature for them,” she said. 

Podjaske, who has released 
recordings through Dharma 
Records, said she wanted to get 
involved in the regional acting 
scene to help support her family. 

“Being in the music industry, 
you kind of have to move around 
a lot,” she said. 

Bono said Podjaske's enthusi- 
asm has rubbed off on the other 
actresses and actors.

County requires 
address numbers 
on all buildings

When the stakes are the highest during a 
wildfire, natural or man-made disaster, 
Crawford County officials stress that they 
need visible address numbers to locate peo- 
ple in danger. 

The Crawford County Local Emergency 
Planning Team met earlier this month. The 
Meridian Boundary wildfire, which 
occurred in late May, prompted local offi- 
cials to change its uniform house number- 
ing ordinance to require that address num- 
bers be on all buildings located on a per- 
son's property or an address sign must be 
placed at the end of a drive if the home is 
located off the roadway. 

The fire destroyed 8,586 acres of land. 
The U.S. Forest Service owns most of the 
property, but [4 homes on private land were 
destroyed, two homes were damaged and 
48 outbuildings were destroyed. 

“They had huge problems trying to find 
residences by addresses because they live 
in all of these rural arcas down these roads 
and they have no house markings at all,” 
said Dave Stephenson, chairman of the 
Crawford County Board of Commissioners 
and the Local Emergency Planning 
Committee. 

The address numbers must be placed on 
all primary structures on the property, and 
must be no less than four inches in height, 

The numbers must be visible from each 
direction as emergency vehicles are travel- 
ing down the road or street. Emergency 
officials prefer the numbers be displayed 
with a reflective material, but stopped short 
of having property owners who have an 
omate address sign to mark their property 
replace those signs. 

“They've paid some good dollars for 
those things and they’re very visible,”

After the South Grayling 
Road project, the Road 
Commission will likely 
have more than $100,000 in 
stimulus money leftover 
from this year’s fund.

“This is for basic, bare- 
bones law enforcement,” 
he said. “I will lose half of 
my department if this does- 
n’t pass.” 

Wakefield stressed that 
people are mistaken if they 
belicve the Michigan State 
Police will cover evening 
hours in Crawford County 
if the renewal fails because 
of the current state budget. 

In June, Wakefield said 
deputies responded to 136 
complaints, compared to 
33 complaints handled by 
State Troopers. 

“The State Police can’t 
even begin to handle the 
volume of calls we get,” 
said Wakefield, adding that 
deputies are needed to back 
up city police and State 
Police.

been treated to one of the most fas- 
cinating campaigns for governor in 
the state’s history. 

It’s rare that the governor’s 
office is wide open, with neither an 
incumbent running for another 
term, nor a clear obvious choice 
for the nomination in both parties. 

This year is the exception. 

Lt. Gov. John Cherry was the 
natural Democratic candidate, but 
when he ran his candidacy up the 
flag pole, not nearly enough back- 
ers saluted and he stepped aside, 
opening wide the Democratic race 
for nomination. 

Meanwhile, with term limited 
Gov. Jennifer Granholm’s public 
support plummeting, and with a 
rising Republican tide nationally, 
five candidates jumped into the 
race for the GOP nomination, four 
veteran Republican office holders, 
and one proud non-politician. 

For citizens who enjoy watching 
from the political sidelines, this 
has been a doozy of a campaign 
year so far ... and it could become 
even better spectator sport as it 
goes along.

Fascinating race for governor nearing decisions 


Republicans has shown Atty. Gen. 
Mike Cox a few percentage points 
ahead of US Rep. Pete Hoekstra, 
and a few more ahead of business- 
man Rick Snyder, but all within 
winnable range. Sheriff Mike 
Bouchard seems out of reach and 
state Sen. Tom George is far 
behind. 

Mr. Cox, in my opinion, has 
conducted the most effective cam- 
paign. As attorney general, he 
challenged the national health care 
plan and defended the Nevada 
immigration law, earning him 
points with conservatives and 
illustrating a political advantage 
that can come from holding office. 

The Cox TV ads have been 
effective, stressing his style — he’s 
tough -— and attacking Mr. 
Hockstra’s record in Congress. 

All Republican candidates 
except Mr. Snyder have assiduous- 
ly courted Tea Party support. Mr. 
Bouchard also endorsed a Right to 
Work law for Michigan; none of 
the other GOP candidates have 
gone that far. 

Mr. Cox 1s endorsed by Right to 
Life of Michigan, although Mr. 
Hoekstra during his 18 years in 
Congress has run up a 100 percent 
pro-life voting record. 

Rick Snyder, by the very nature 
of his candidacy, has run the most 
unusual campaign, spending more 
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than $5 million from his own bank 
account, much of it to establish his 
identity through blanket TV ads, 
which have worked pretty well. 
Many voters now recognize him as 
the “nerd candidate.” 

* * * 

THE DEMOCRATIC primary 
in many ways is classic. 

House Speaker Andy Dillon 
may have planned to run for some 
time, but didn’t get in officially 
until after Lt. Gov. Cherry pulled 
out. 

The day Mr. Cherry was out, 
Lansing Mayor Virg Bernero, 
elected last fall to a new term as 
mayor, jumped in for governor. 

Neither candidate has spent a 
ton on TV ads, and most cam- 
paigning has concentrated on the 
Metro Detroit area where half of 
Michigan’s population lives. Of 
course, the other half lives else- 
where. Detroit likely will deliver 
25 percent or so of Democratic pri- 
mary vote. 

Most big organized labor ~ 
Michigan AFL-CIO, AFSCME, 
UAW, MEA -— and “regular 
Democrats” are in the Bernero 
camp. Mr. Dillon also has modest 
labor backing. 

Mr. Dillon has signtficant big 
city support, and has been 
endorsed by Detroit Mayor Dave 
Bing, former Mayor Dennis 


Archer, Detroit Regional 
Chamber, and the Council of 
Baptist Pastors of Detroit. 

Public polling all the way 
through this race has shown Mr. 
Dillon with a consistent double- 
digit lead over Mr. Bernero. 

However, a late poll for 
Michigan Politics gives Mr. 
Bernero a “substantial lead” over 
Mr. Dillon, according to Publisher 
Bill Ballenger. This poll is based 
on 139 responses. 

The Detroit Free Press, 
Michigan’s largest newspaper, 
endorsed Pete Hoekstra for the 
Republican nomination and Andy 
Dillon for the Democratic nomina- 
tion, saying they “are the candi- 


dates most likely to resolve 
Lansing’s partisan gridlock.” 
* * * 


EVEN WITH the long campaign 
and plenty of public attention, 
many voters still are undecided. 
Recent polls claim 14 percent of 
Republicans and 39 percent of 
Democrats yet to choose. 

Traditional wisdom expects 
undecided vote will spht pretty 
much along the lines of decided 
voters. But if Mr. Ballenger’s poll 
proves accurate, many undecided 
Democrats will opt for Mr. 
Bernero. It seems unlikely, but Bill 
Ballenger is an experienced and 
respected observer of politics, who 
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usually is right. 

Turnout is another unpredictable 
variable. Four years ago, with 7.1 
million registered voters in 
Michigan, only 1.3 million or 
about 18 percent voted in the pri- 
maries, 

Two congressional seats now 
held by Mr. Hoekstra and retiring 
Rep Vern Ehlers are open and 
hotly contested in Republican 
stronghold West Michigan. Extra 
heavy voting there could boost Mr. 
Hoekstra. 

The large undecided Democratic 
total — regardless of the Ballenger 
forecast — could be volatile in 
another way. 

On election day, if Democrats 
don’t like to choose between two 
announced but little known candi- 
dates, they could shift over to the 
Republican ticket and give a try to 
that “nerd guy” they’ve heard 
about on television. It could hap- 
pen. 

Both races are too unpredictable 
or too close to call, but on the basis 
of campaigning to date, I expect 
Mike Cox and Andy Dillon will be 
the winners.

AuSable Marathon features

For the fourth time in the 
last seven years, Andrew 
Triebold of Spring Arbor 
and Steve Lajoie of Mirabel, 
Quebee have won the 
Weycrhaeuser AuSable 
River Canoe Marathon, a 
120-mile race from 
Grayling to Oscoda held 
this past weekend. 

As a team, Triebold and 
Lajoie have now won the 
AuSable Marathon in 2010, 
2009, 2008, and 2004. 
Triebold also won the event 
in 2007 (with Matt Rimer of 
Grayling). 

For the fourth consecutive 
year, the AuSable Marathon 
has established @ new partic- 
ipation record. Ninety-four 
teams were registered as of 
the final cut-off (Monday, 
July 19) and all 94 of those 
started the race on Saturday 
night. More than 100 teams 
registered in all, but seven 
dropped out before the start 
of the race. 

The previous record for 
most teams - 90, a mark 
established Jast year — broke 
the 2008 record of 76. The 


record before thal was 75 in 
2007, a year that marked the 
race’s 60th anniversary. 

Of the record 94 teams 
that started the race, 82 
reached the finish fine at 
Oscoda. 

“Record field, record 
number of finishers,’ said 
John Lucey, Chairman of 
Grayling’s AuSable River 
Canoe Marathon 
Committee, “It was a good 
race,” 

Lucey, who also paddled 
in this year’s AuSable 
Marathon, said the start was 
a little bit more hectic than 
he expected. 

“There were a lot of 
canoes in the water,” he 
said. “A lot of traffic in the 
river. | guess it makes it 
more exciting for the fans.” 

As for the finish, Lucey 
said, “The top 20 teams 
were pretty spread out. We 
didn’t have the photo finish 
that the fans might have

Stephenson said. 

The Crawford County 
Building and Zoning 
Department has property 
marking signs, which they 
sell for a small fee. 

Joe Duran, the director of 
the Crawford County 
Building and Zoning 
Department, will not issue a 
final occupancy permit for a 
new home if an address sign 
is not in place. 

The new homes, however, 
are not the problem when a 
disaster occurs and hazards 


are the highest. 

‘Its the homes that are 
already there that are the big 
issue,” Stephenson — said. 
“Every time we have one of 
these emergencies - this 
seems to come up.” 

The fee for violating the 
uniform home numbering 
ordinance is $50. Duran, 
who is short-handed keep- 
ing up with his regular 
duties and inspections, is the 
only person that can enforce 
the ordinance.

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zoning officials authority to 
enforce the ordinance. 

County Commissioner 
Terry Beardslee recom- 
mended having a person 
place signs on the non-com- 
pliant properties, and then 
put the cost for the service 
on the person’s property tax 
bill. 

Stephenson said he did 
not want the county to walk 
down that road, preferring to 
have property owners volun- 
tarily comply with the uni- 
form home numbering ordi- 
nance changes. 

“The only person or per- 
sons that are going to be 
hurt are the persons who 
need heip in an emergency 
and the emergency person- 
nel can't get there to help,” 
Stephenson said. “It's not 
that the government in try- 
ing to know exactly where 
they're al. The only time we 
need to know that is when 
there's an emergency ene 
that’s the issue.” 

The county also discussed 
having the Local Emergency 
Planning Team or 
Emergency Management 
Department send a letter to 
property owners, especially 
those who live downstate, 
notifying them of why the 
issue is SO important.
